ASSESSORS REPORT 


This year 1987 showed an increase in the local valuation of all 
taxable property in the amount of $1,656,620. Due to the many 
amenities the town has to offer, including, but not limited to, prox- 
imity to the major labor, retail, and cultural centers of Bangor and 
Brewer, the excellence of the school system, good roads, recrea- 
tional and health facilities, the desirability of the Town of Corinth as 
a place to live and work continues to increase. This demand for pro- 
perty in the town continues to create as escalation of property 
values as demand exceeds supply. It is the task of the Assessors and 
their agent to keep abreast with the resulting appreciation in pro- 
perty values in a fair and equitable manner. 


It is appreciated that the tax payers of the Town of Corinth have 
come to understand this role played by the Assessors, and in turn 
lend their cooperation to the process. As long as the current trend 
continues, which is expected to be for the foreseeable future, it will 
be necessary to frequently adjust the value of taxable property to 
maintain the current standard of assessment. 


It will continue to be appreciated if property owners who sell tax- 
able personal property, including mobile homes, during the period 
from April 1, 1987 to April 1, 1988, will report these transfers in 
ownership to the Town Office prior to April 1, 1988 to avoid being 
taxed for something no longer owned. 

A form for reporting True and Perfect Lists of Property is provid- 
ed in this booklet in accordance with MRS 1964 Title 36, Section 
706. This form should be completed and submitted to the Town Of- 


fice on or after April 1, 1988, but prior to commitment of taxes to the 
Tax Collector. This ensures the taxpayers right of appeal of the 
assessment. 

Eligible Veterans over 62 years of age seeking the Veterans ex- 
emption must file their application for exemption prior to April 1, 
1988 to be eligible for exemption in 1988. Forms for this purpose are 
available at the Town Office. Once a Veteran has been declared 
eligible by the Assessors, it will not be necessary to file an applica- 
tion in subsequent years.

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MANAGER’S REPORT 


It is with pleasure that I transmit to you the Annual Report of the 
Town of Corinth. 

This report details the financial and municipal activities for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1987 and is herewith submitted to 
you for your information and consideration. 


Interest received from investments was down from the last two 
years. The Town ended the year 1987 with an unappropriate 
surplus approximately the same as 1985. 

Todd Pineo was employed as the maintenance-recreation super- 
visor and I was able to use one individual to assist the supervisor in 
maintaining the grounds and helping with the recreation program. 

Under the recreation program the Town had the services of two 
S.Y.E.T.P. workers; this year both workers were from town. 


The Town of Corinth was fortunate during the flood of 1987 to not 
have any major damages. The monies received from the State and 
Federal Government for flood damage was spent on the White 
Schoolhouse Rd., Dump Rd., Covered Bridge Rd., Black Rd. and Mc- 
Card Rd. 

Monies approved in 1987 for road programs were expended on 
the White Schoolhouse Road, Black Road, Line Road and Dump 
Road. 

Money appropriated in 1987 from the Morison Trust Fund was ex- 
pended to purchase breathing apparatuses for the fire department 
and rescue equipment for the ambulance service. Money approved 
for the Corinthian Tomb was not spent as estimated costs were 
higher than anticipated; additional money has been requested this 
year to do the complete project. 

In November of 1987, the Town of Corinth along with the towns of 
Bradford, Charleston, Garland, Hudson and Kenduskeag hired the 
firm Civil Engineering Services to prepare a solid waste manage- 
ment report. This report should be available for discussion at the 
March Town Meeting. 

The proposed budget for 1988 will once again enable the Town to 
provide services without a tax increase. 

I commend the Selectmen and Budget Committee again for prepar- 
ing a municipal budget for 1988 without a tax increase. 

Citizens I repeat again this year to please check your tax bills 
when you receive them for the discount allowed and the interest 
charged before making payment. 
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Again I want to take this time to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
members of the Budget Committee, Recreation Committee members, 
Fire Chiefs, Ambulance Directors and all other citizens for their 
cooperation and assistance in 1987.

The former Cody property was a total loss but 
was vacant at the time of the fire. 

At this time I would like to stress the importance of proper woodstove 
installation. Feel free to call any of the Fire Department personnel if you 
have any questions. I would also like to stress the importance of having 
properly installed smoke alarms and fire extinguishers readily 
available, if you do not already have them. 

We have much interest in our Fire Department with several new 
members joining. We installed new door openers which seem to be 
working well. We also obtained new breathing apparatus and classes 
were held. A Forest Fire School was also held. 

Our new truck had a problem but was covered and fixed while under 
the warranty. 

We are most grateful for any and all donations received this year. 
Whether monetary or otherwise, these help to make our Fire Dept. one 
of the best in the state. We also want to thank all the wives and mothers 
who help in various ways. 

It’s been a real privilege to have such dedicated men to work with over 
the past 8 years. I am very proud of the Department and of all the fine 
men who represent it. lam sure we will all continue to give our new fire 
chief the same support.

We have 
discussed several methods of resolving this problem but they all de- 
pend on people in this town being willing to join the squad and be 
available to serve during these crucial daytime hours.

The installation of any private sewage disposal system constitutes 
either the installation of an individual sewage system or a communi- 
ty system and requires a permit prior to the beginning of the installa- 
tion of the system. The installation of an individual sewage system or 
community sewage system shall include the initial installation, 
replacement, alteration, or enlargement of any private sewage 
disposal system. Application for a permit to install a private sewage 
disposal system shall be made to the Local Plumbing Inspector by 
the owner and/or the person performing all labor in connection with 
the installation of the system and shall be made prior to any con- 
struction. A soil evaluation must be taken prior to the installation of 
any private sewage disposal system by a Maine Certified Soil Scien- 
tist or Geologist and all three sets of papers presented to the Local 
Plumbing Inspector at the time of obtaining the plumbing permit. If 
all is in order, he shall issue the permit applied for upon payment of 
the State required fees.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


December 31, 1987 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Corinth conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles, except for the 
maintenance of records of general fixed assets. 
A. Fund Accounting 
The accounts of the town are organized on the basis of funds 
and account groups, each of which is considered a separate ac- 
counting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for 
with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its 
assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues and expenditures. 
Resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent 
and the means by which the spending activities are controlled. 
The various funds are grouped into four generic fund types as 
follows: 
Governmental Funds (3) 
General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating 
fund of the town. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for in 
another fund. 
Special Revenue Funds — The Special Revenue Fund is used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources that 
are legally or contractually restricted to expenditures for 
specified purposes. Federal Revenue Sharing and local road 
assistance monies are accounted for in this fund. 


Reserve Funds — Reserve Funds are used to account for 
assets segregated for future capital expenditures. These 
funds are established in accordance with state statutes. 


Proprietary Funds 

Trust Funds — The Trust Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the town in a trustee capacity. These nonex- 
pendable trust funds are held for the benefit of the town, the 
local churches, and for charitable purposes. 


B. Long-term Liabilities 
General obligation notes supported by general revenues are 
obligations of the town as a whole and not its individual funds. 
Accordingly, those unmatured obligations are accounted for in 
the General Long-term Debt Account Group. This account 
group is not a fund. It is concerned only with the measurement 
of financial position and not the results of operations. 
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C. Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures 

are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 

statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the 

measurements made. All government fund types of the town 

utilize a modified accrual basis of accounting. Under this basis 

of accounting revenues are recorded as received in cash ex- 

cept for (a) revenues susceptible to accrual and (b) revenues of 

a material amount that have not been received at the normal 

time of receipt. Expenditures are generally recognized under 

the modified accrual basis of accounting when the related fund 

liability is incurred (accrual basis). Exceptions to this general 

rule include: 

(1)disbursements for inventory type items, which are con- 
sidered expenditures at the time of purchase; 

(2)prepaid expenses, which normally are not recorded; and 

(3)interest on long-term debt, which is recorded as an expen- 
diture when due. 

The trust funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of ac- 

counting. Their revenues are recognized when earned and ex- 

penses recognized when incurred. 

D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
During late autumn and winter, town officials and the budget 
committee prepare and review a General Fund budget for sub- 
mission to voters at town meeting. During this process public 
hearings are held in order to obtain voter comment. In March 
the budget is formally approved at town meeting. Any subse- 
quent budget changes are adopted at special town meetings 
held during the year. 
A formal budget for the Special Revenue Fund is not adopted. 
During the General Fund budget hearings, however, discus- 
sions are included on this fund. The only formally enacted por- 
tions of budgets for this fund are those which affect inter-fund 
transfers with the General Fund. 
At the annual town meeting voters authorize town officials to 
expend as necessary to maintain municipal operations during 
the period between the start of the following fiscal year and 
the next annual town meeting. 

E. Investments 
Investments are stated and recorded at cost and consist of 
government and corporate securities and certificates of 
deposit. As of December 31, 1987, the cost of such investments 
was $1,373,918 and their estimated market value was 
$1,389,648. 
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F. Tax Acquired Property 
Property acquired by foreclosure for non-payment of taxes is 
recorded at the amount of expired tax liens plus the costs in- 
volved in foreclosure. Liens and any current taxes on the same 
parcel are not included as part of the tax acquired property ac- 
count until expiration of statutory time limits but are included 
in liens and taxes receivable. 

G. Comparative Data 
Comparative data for the prior year have been presented in 
several of the accompanying financial statements in order to 
provide an understanding of changes in the town’s financial 
position and operations. However, comparative data have not 
been presented in statements where the inclusion would make 
the statements unduly complex and difficult to read. 

H. Total Columns on Combined Statements 
Total columns on the combined statements are captioned 
‘‘memorandum only”’ to indicate that they are presented only to 
facilitate financial analysis. Data in these columns do not pre- 
sent financial positions or results of operations in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Interfund 
eliminations have not been made in the aggregation of this 
data. 


I. Designated Fund Balances 


Certain departmental operating balances are designated for 
expenditure in future years. These balances are designated in 
accordance with statutory requirements or due to restrictive 
nature of funds used to finance expenditures. 

. Property Taxes 

Property taxes (real and personal, except vehicles and boats) are 
assessed to the owner of record on April 1. On August 28 the 
taxes were committed to the tax collector for collection. Taxes 
were due upon receipt of bill and interest was assessed at 11% on 
any unpaid taxes as of October 27. A discount of 3% was offered 
on any taxes paid within 30 days of billing. 


Included in the town’s tax assessment of $11.00 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation is $9.42 which represents the local assess- 
ment for county and school district taxes. These taxes are col- 
lected by the town and forwarded as required by the taxing agen- 
cy. 

Taxes are recognized as revenues when levied to the extent that 
they result in current receivables. 

Taxes on vehicles and boats are assessed to the owner of record 
on a staggered basis at times and rates established by the State of 
Maine. These taxes are recognized as revenues as they are 
received.

4, Other Required Individual Fund Disclosures 


Generally accepted accounting principles require disclosures as 
part of the combined statements of certain information concern- 
ing individual funds including: 
(a)Summary disclosures of debt service requirements to 
maturity for all types of outstanding debt. This requirement 
is met by note 3. 
(b)Summary disclosures of changes in general fixed assets by 
major asset class. This requirement is waived since records 
are not maintained. Exception to this is covered in note 1. 


(c)Summary disclosures of changes in general long-term debt. 
This requirement is met by note 3. 


(d)Deficit fund balances of individual funds. No funds had 
deficit balances at December 31. 


(e) Individual fund interfund receivable and payable balances. 
At December 31, 1987 there were no interfund accounts 
receivable or payable. 


5. Retirement Costs 


Municipal employees are covered under the Social Securtiy 
System. The local retirement costs for 1987 were $3,052.
